The Peruvian Cham­ 
ber of Deputies approved a 
formal protest. In Colombia, 
both houses of Congress did. 
In Chile, the senators belong­ 
ing to the dominant Christian 
Democratic Party also protested 
formally the House's “unusual 
resolution,” and charged it was 
designed to torpedo the cher­ 
ished Latin American principle 
of self-determination. 
The nearest to an official 
Mexican reaction has come from 
former Foreign Minister Manuel 
Tello, who commands great in­ 
fluence in high councils, as chair­ 
man of the Mexican senates 
foreign relations committee.

WASHINGTON (A PI - Postal 
authorities are confident they 
can iron out some kinks thatj 
have taken a bit of zip out of the 
zip code. 
There’s nothing wrong with 
the five-number code itself, pos­ 
tal planners insist. But they 
concede they have found what 
they call “ some small bugs” in 
the complex of 553 sectional 
centers organized to put the zip 
into the nationwide routing and 
distribution of mail. 
Outgoing Postmaster General 
John A. Gronouski celebrated 
the establishment of the last of 
the elaborately plotted centers 
July 1 with the proud declara­ 
tion that the center network 
provided the core of “ the first 
all-new mail distribution and 
routing system since the advent 
of the railroads.” 
Gronouski, now preparing to 
take up the post of ambassador 
to Poland, also said the section- 
| al establishment would assure 
I the sending of all mail “ by the 
! most direct route possible to its 
destination.” 
But that’s precisely where the 
bugs got into the act. It appears 
that in some places the appoint­ 
ed rounds of mail deliverers are 
more roundabout than the most 
direct routes envisioned by the 
planners. 
Gronouski was not the first 
postmaster 
general 
to decry 
primary reliance on a distribu­ 
tion system which, despite in­ 
creased use of airplanes and 
motor vehicles, was geared to 
mail trains. 
As late as 1930 there were 
more than 10.000 trains carrying 
mail, about 27 billion pieces of 
it. Now more than 82 billion 
pieces of mail are moving each 
year, but there are only 1.100 
mail trains. 


Primary dependence on trains 
led naturally to the designation 
of postal gateways to which 
mail from a distance was routed 
for redistribution, as, for exam­ 
ple. to Jacksonville for distribu­ 
tion through most of Florida. 
Having decided to use the best 
available means of moving the 
mails, postal experts spotted 553 
section centers around the coun­ 
try at the apparent hubs of con- 
verg'ng transportation links and 
! assigned to each center some 60 
: or 70 satellite post offices. 
That's where the zip code gets 


j into the system, for the first 
; three digits identify the section- 
I al center. 
But that's also the place in the 
1 system where some trouble is 
brewing. A postal aide describes 
the simplest form of the prob­ 
lem this way: 
Towns A and B are 30 miles 
apart, 
and 
historically 
mails 
have moved between them di­ 
rectly. But the experts, looking 
at the country as a whole and 
looking to the future availability 
of 
better 
transportaton, 
at­ 
tached the two satellite towns to 
separate hub centers. 
Strict adherence to the letter 
of the master plan could mean, 
then, that mail addressed from 
one town to the other would go 
first to a sectional center, and 
could travel two or three times 
the 
direct 
mileage 
between 
them. For the code directs mail 
from one center to another for 
redistribution to its own satel­ 
lites.

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Pope Responds 
To New Crowds 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - The 
Pope Paul Americans will see 
may appear to be: a vastly dif­ 
ferent man from the Pope Paul 
Romans see. 
Travel does things to him. 
In the Holy Land and India he 
seemed to be a warmer man. 
responding 
to 
the 
crowds 
around him and evoking a re­ 
sponse. 
At home, in his own diocese of 
Rome, he is often taken for 
granted. The crowds are used to 
seeing 'pontiffs, and sometimes, 
it seems they lack enthusiasm. 
Those who know Pope Paul 
say he is a warm but basically 
shy person who finds it difficult 
to* stir a crowd without some 
help from, the crowd itself. 
When he travels, things are 
different. He is swept up in 
meeting new people and seeing 
new things. The crowds are 
liyelier 
than 
Rome’s. 
They 
haven’t seen a Pope: before. 
'¿‘They inspire him, and he 
inspires them,” said a Vatican 
prelate who traveled with Pope 
FSul to India and the Holy 
Land. 
•His aides will never forget 
haw he led thousands of Indian 
school children singing a hymn. 
Hfe stood on a platform and 
waved his arms like a choir 
leader. His steel-blue eyes were 
shining. 
At the Vatican, where he ap­ 
pears in public at least once a 
week, the slightly built pontiff 
often seems to be a stem, ascet­ 
ic figure. 
...Only on rare occasions does 
hé show in Rome the spirit he 
displays when traveling. One 
spch instance was his visit, to a 
Gypsy camp outside Rome last 
Sunday, his 68th birthday. He 
3$ned the Gypsies in rhythmic 
handclapping as they sang a 


melody. 
But it was a crowd of Gypsies, 
not Romans. 
Pope Paul and the Romans 
are old acquaintances. 
Of the 45 years since he be­ 
came a priest, he has spent 35 
in Rome or at the Vatican. He 
was a prominent aide to Popes. 
Pius XI and Pius XII. 
But his background is north 
Italian. 
He was born Giovanni Battis­ 
ta—John the Baptist—Montini 
Sept. 26, 1897, in the northern 
town of Concesio, five miles 
north of Brescia. His father ran 
a Roman Catholic daily in. Bre­ 
scia, a journalistic background 
that Pope Paul has often re­ 
called. On his flight from Rome 
to Bombay, at an altitude of 30, 
000 feet. Pope Paul gave histo­ 
ry’s first papal news confer­ 
ence. answering questions of 
newsmen who flew with him to 
India. 
Giovanni Battista Montini was 
ordained a priest in 1920. After 
three years of graduate studies 
in Rome and a year in Warsaw, 
Poland, as secretary to the 
apostolic nuncio, he entered the 
Vatican Secretariat of State. He 
rose steadily. Pius XI made him 
substitute secretary of state in 
1937, and Pius XII promoted 
him to prosecretarv of state in 
1952. 
The career in the secretariat 
ended after 31 years, when Pius 
XII sent him north to Milan as 
archbishop of the most impor­ 
tant diocese in Italy outside 
Rome. 
Eight years later, in June 
1963, Giovanni Battista Montini 
returned to Rome for the con­ 
clave of cardinals that elected 
him successor to Pope John 
XXIII.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Postal i 
authorities are confident they* 
can iron out some kinks that 
have taken a bit of zip out of the 
zip code. 
There's nothing wrong with 
the five-number code itself, pos­ 
tal planners insist. But they 
concede they have found what 
they call “ some small bugs” in 
the complex of 553 sectional 
centers organized to put the zip 
into the nationwide routing and 
distribution of mail. 
Outgoing Postmaster General 
John A. Gronouskt celebrated 
the establishment of the last of 
the elaborately plotted centers 
j July I with the proud declara­ 
tion that the center network 
provided the core of “the first 
all-new mail distribution and 
routing system since the advent 
of the railroads.” 
Gronouski, now preparing to 
take up the post of ambassador 
to Poland, also said the section- 
! al establishment would assure 
the sending of all mail “by the 
j most direct route possible to its. j 
destination.” 
But that’s precisely where the 
! bugs got into the act. It appears 
: that in some places the appoint­ 
ed rounds of mail deliverers are 
more roundabout than the most 
i direct routes envisioned by the 
! planners. 
Gronouski was not the first 
postmaster 
general to decry 
primary reliance on a distribu­ 
tion system which, despite in­ 
creased use of airplanes and 
motor vehicles, was geared to 
mail trains. 
As late as 1930 there were 
more than 10.000 trains carrying 
mail, about 27 billion pieces o f1 
it. Now more than 82 billion 
pieces of mail are moving each 
year, but there are only 1,100 
mail trains. 


Primary dependence on trains 
led naturally to the designation 
of postal gateways to which 
mail from a distance was routed 
for redistribution, as. for exam­ 
ple, to Jacksonville for distribu­ 
tion through most of Florida. 
Having decided to use the best 
available means of moving the 
mails, postal experts spotted 553 
section centers around the coun­ 
try at the apparent hubs of con­ 
verging transportation links and 
assigned to each center some 60 
or 70 satellite post offices. 
That’s where the zip code gets 
into the system, for the first 
three digits identify the section­ 
al center. 
But that’s also the place in the 
system where some trouble is 
brewing. A postal aide describes 
the simplest form of the prob­ 
lem this way: 
Towns A and B are 30 miles 
apart, and historically mails 
have moved between them di­ 
rectly. But the experts, looking 
at the country as a whole and 
looking to the future availability 
of 
better 
transporta! on, 
at­ 
tached the two satellite towns to 
separate hub centers. 
Strict adherence to the letter 
of the master plan could mean, 
then, that mail addressed from, 
one town to the other would go 
first to a sectional center, and 
could travel two or three times 
the 
direct 
mileage 
between 
them. For the code directs mail 
from, one center to another for 
redistribution to its own satel­ 
lites.

To Hoot 'N Holler Reading 


NEW YORK (IIPII - Parents 
reading to pre-school children 
i often must whistle, wheeze or 
sneeze, hoot and holler. 
Making all those noises, as 
’required by a particular story, 
¡enlivens the reading. It also 
helps to develop reading readi­ 
ness in children. 
But there’s no rest for the 
weary. The reading aloud should 
continue even after the children 
are of school age, say the editors 
of Encyclopedia Americana. It 
helps 
improve 
the 
children’s 
jstudv habits. 
ENCOURAGE FAMILY get- 
togethers where the members 
read aloud, the editors said. 


This stimulates intellectual cu­ 
riosity. And once the curiosity 
has been awakened, it doesn’t 
take too much more to instill 
a desire to study. 
In addition to reading aloud, 
you can start the ignition sys­ 
tem of a child's intellectual cu­ 
riosity by encouraging lively 
discussions around the dinner 
table. 
Subjects can range all the way 
from son's school activities to a 
report by his father on what 
happened that day in the busi­ 
ness world. Also bring up na­ 
tional events and sports,

The simplest method for es­ 
tablishing the right study rou­ 
tine: sit down with child and 
plan a schedule, much as you 
plan the family budget or a 
cleaning schedule.

These are: Do n’t put the fab­ 
ric in a washing machine. So me 
fiberglas fabrics are machine 
washable, but mo st are no t. 
Do n’t dry clean. Do n’t iro n. Dry 
cleaning so lv ents will disso lv e 
the finish which pro tects the 
fabric and keeps it supple. Iro n­ 
ing will also damage. The fab­ 
rics are “ iro ned” fo rev er when 
they leav e the facto ry . 


ON THE AFFIRMATIVE side, 
here are suggestio ns fo r care 
o f the fabrics. 
Gently shake o ut dust and 
dirt. Since dirt canno t penetrate 
glass fibers, much o f the so il 
can be remo v ed this way . 
Remo v e weights and ho o ks 
and place the draperies length­ 
wise in a tub o f warm water 


co ntaining suds o f a mild deter­ 
gent. Remo v e spo ts o r stains 
by carefully wo rking the deter­ 
gent into the wet fabric with 
fingertips. 


LET THE FABRIC so ak 30 
minutes, then swish to flo at o ff 
dirt. Rinse tho ro ughly in clean, 
warm water. Bleaching is no t 
desirable, and co lo red o r print­ 
ed fiberglas sho uld nev er be 
bleached. If necessary , a per­ 
bo rate (nev er chlo rine) bleach 
can be used o n white. 


Drip dry the fabrics, hanging 
them o v er a sho wer ro d o r 
clo thesline. 
Re-hang draperies 
when all the ex cess mo isture is 
go ne, witho ut the to uch o f an 
iro n. To prev ent so il and wear, 
hang draperies so they do no t 
rub against windo w sills, radia­ 
to rs o r flo o rs. Use fingers to 
smo o th o ut hems and take o ut 
any creases.

Important 'Don'ts1 


For Glass Fabrics 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (UPI) - 
Care of curtains or draperies 
made of fiberglas involves three 
important “don’ts”. 
These are: Don’t put the fab­ 
ric in a washing machine. Some 
fiberglas fabrics are machine 
washable, but most are not. 
Don’t dry clean. Don’t iron. Dry 
cleaning solvents will dissolve 
the finish which protects the 
fabric and keeps it supple. Iron­ 
ing will also damage. The fab­ 
rics are “ironed” forever when 
they leave the factory. 


ON THE AFFIRMATIVE side, 
here are suggestions for care 
of the fabrics. 
Gently shake out dust and 
dirt. Since dirt cannot penetrate 
glass fibers, much of the soil 
can be removed this way. 
Remove weights and hooks 
and place the draperies length­ 
wise in a tub of warm water 


containing suds of a mild deter­ 
gent. Remove spots or stains 
by carefully working the deter­ 
gent into the wet fabric with 
fingertips. 


LET THE FABRIC soak 30 
minutes, then swish to float off 
dirt. Rinse thoroughly in clean, 
warm water. Bleaching is not 
desirable, and colored or print­ 
ed fiberglas should never be 
bleached. If necessary, a per­ 
borate (never chlorine) bleach 
can be used on white. 


Drip dry the fabrics, hanging 
them over a shower rod or 
clothesline. Re-hang draperies 
when all the excess moisture is 
gone, without the touch of an 
iron. To prevent soil and wear, 
hang draperies so they do not 
rub against window sills, radia­ 
tors or floors. Use fingers to 
smooth out terns and take out 
any creases.

In Fairchild Tax Decision 


We believ e the Marin Co unty Bo ard 
o f Superv iso rs blundered in its 3*2 de­ 
cisio n to reliev e Fairchild Semico nduc­ 
to r Co rp. o f the $7,3 77 penalty fo r un­ 
derstating its ho lding s during the past 
three y ears. 
No t o nly was it a blunder; we co n­ 
sider it an affro nt to the o ther tax ­ 
pay ers who faithfully repo rt their 
pro perty v alues o r suffer the co nse­ 
quences. 
' .(Fairchild has paid the $2 9,5 00 in 
back tax es; it is the penalty fo r mis- 
sfating the pro perty v alues that is un­ 
der co nsideratio n.) 
- The reaso ning used by the majo rity 
o f the superv iso rs seems shaky at best; 
That Fairchild sho uld no t be held re- 
:spo nsible fo r erro rs o r po ssibly fraud­ 
ulent acts o f the tax co nsultant, James 
C. To o ke, who prepared the pro perty 
statement. 
As o ne d i s s e n t i n g superv iso r 
pro mptly po inted o ut, this co uld serv e 
as a precedent fo r any indiv idual tax ­ 
pay er to hire a tax ex pert, then plead 
co mplete inno cence and no n-respo n­ 
sibility fo r the actio ns o f the hired 
co nsultant. 
We believ e the pro per stand sho uld 


be to ho ld the co mpany respo nsible 
fo r the $7,3 77 penalty . If the co mpany 
has g riev ances ag ainst the tax co nsult­ 
ant who m it hired to do the wo rk, 
this sho uld be a priv ate matter be­ 
tween the co mpany and the tax co n­ 
sultant. 
The co unty sho uld no t maneuv er 
itself into a po sitio n o f serv ing as “ co l­ 
lectio n 
ag ency ” 
fo r the 
pro perty 
o wner. 
A penalty fo r mis-stating the facts, 
o r at least a penalty fo r late pay ment, 
is due and o wing fro m the Fairchild 
pro perty . It sho uld no t be the ro le o f 
the superv iso rs to ex o nerate o ne o f 
the principal respo nsible parties and 
to pinpo int the respo nsibility else­ 
where. 
The co unty has injected itself into 
a priv ate arg ument between the tax 
co nsultant and client when it co uld 
hav e simply held the pro perty o wner 
respo nsible, perio d. 
What actio n, if any , the co mpany 
can o r wants to take ag ainst an ag ent 
o f its o wn cho o sing sho uld be the co m­ 
pany ’s co ncern, no t Marin Co unty ’s.

Supervisors Made Blunder 
In Fairchild Tax Decision 


We believe the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors blundered in its 3*2 de­ 
cision to relieve Fairchild Semiconduc­ 
tor Corp. of the $7,377 penalty for un­ 
derstating its holdings during the past 
three years. 
; 
Not only was it a blunder; we con­ 
sider it an affront to the other tax- 
- payers who faithfully report their 
property values or suffer the conse­ 
quences. 
: - (Fairchild has paid the $29,500 in 
back taxes; it is the penalty for mis­ 
stating the property values that is un­ 
der consideration.) 
- The reasoning used by the majority 
of the supervisors seems shaky at best: 
That Fairchild should not be held re­ 
sponsible for errors or possibly fraud­ 
ulent acts of the tax consultant, James 
C. Tooke, who prepared the property 
statement. 


As one d i s s e n t i n g supervisor 
promptly pointed out, this could serve 
as a precedent for any individual tax­ 
payer to hire a tax expert, then plead 
complete innocence and non-respon­ 
sibility for the actions of the hired 
consultant. 
We believe the proper stand should 


be to hold the company responsible 
for the $7,377 penalty. If the company 
has grievances against the tax consult­ 
ant whom it hired to do the work, 
this should be a private matter be­ 
tween the company and the tax con­ 
sultant. 
The county should not maneuver 
itself into a position of serving as “col­ 
lection 
agency” 
for the 
property 
owner. 
A penalty for mis-stating the facts, 
or at least a penalty for late payment, 
is due and owing from the Fairchild 
property. It should not be the role of 
the supervisors to exonerate one of 
the principal responsible parties and 
to pinpoint the responsibility else­ 
where. 
The county has injected itself into 
a private argument between the tax 
consultant and client when it could 
have simply held the property owner 
responsible, period. 
What action, if any, the company 
can or wants to take against an agent 
of its own choosing should be the com­ 
pany’s concern, not Marin County’s. 
We hope our supervisors will recon­ 
sider. Their decision could start a dan­ 
gerous precedent.

He’s head of the Marin Coun­ 
cil of Democratic Clubs, and 
has been active in the study of 
reapportionment problems in 
the First Congressional Dis­ 
trict caucus. You’ll probably 
be hearing more about him, if 
not the coming elections, then 
two years from now.

Court's Redistrict 


Demands Challenged 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


The United States Supreme 
Court has declared that both 
houses of all state legislatures 
must be a p p o r t i o n e d and 
elected by and from districts 
based on population only. This 
is cause for grave concern. It 
removes the checks and bal­ 
ances in lawmaking so wisely 
set up by the makers of our 
national and state constitutions 
and the very foundation of our 
governmental system... 
The United States Supreme 
Court is a judicial body. Its 
powers and. duties are listed in 
the United States Constitution. 
Determining the method of ap­ 
portioning and 
electing 
the 
members of the state legisla­ 
tures is not one of those powers 
or duties. That right is re­ 
served to the states them­ 
selves. The Supreme Court is 
not a law-making body. How­ 
ever, the Supreme Court may 
declare unconstitutional a n y 
states law which, is contrary to 
the Constitution. 
The Constitution p r o v i d e s 
that the members of the Upper 
House of Congress (Senators) 
are to be elected by and from 
geographical d i s t r i c t s and 


members of the Lower House 
(Representatives) are to be 
elected by and from population 
districts within each state. It 
can not be unconstitutional for 
the states to use this identical 
system in apportioning and 
electing its own. state legisla­ 
tors, as they have been doing 
since the United States was 
founded. 
Then by what Constitutional 
right or judicial reasoning did 
the Supreme Court make this 
decision?

Gallinas Park Issue 
Has Contradictions 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


Rumbles have been heard, re­ 
garding the abolishment of the 
Gallinas Community Services 
District,, consisting of approxi­ 
mately 470 homes in the north­ 
erly portion of Santa Venetia, 
governed by a. board of five di­ 
rectors with full tax levying 
powers. 
Taxpayers of Marin 
may be interested in what they 
may inherit and why. 
Protests of the majority of 
residents attending meetings of 
the board of directors have 
been ignored. 
Volunteers to 
help build a community hall 
have been refused on the basis 
that all work must be done by 
a licensed contractor hiring 
union help. 
Yet, the board 
passed these recommendations 
of their park consultant, Rob­ 
ert Tanem, who is not a li­ 
censee of the State Board of 
Landscape Architects. 
Tucked away in one corner 
of the district, a mother’s ten­ 
nis court and toddler’s lot, 
within toddling distance of few, 
but within toddling distance of 
the homes of all board mem­ 
bers. The second park will be, 
according to a $300 artist’s con­ 
ception, a beautiful lawn and 
pine trees, fenced and pad­ 
locked at night. E s t i m a t e d 
cost, $22.000. The third park, 
future questionable. 
The public was informed that 
Tanem’s planning was volun­ 
tary. However, he presented a 
bill of $1,200 at the board’s last 
meeting, which they would not 
discuss. 
Mathematically, ac­ 
cording to fee resolutions of 
their minutes, a second bill for 
$1,200 will be presented when 
bids are accepted and an addi­ 
tional 5 per cent of contracts 
when work is completed. Total 
fee, $3.500. The e s t i m a t e d 
maintenance for each park is 
$300 per month. 
Mr. Tanem 
has the present maintenance 
contract for our dividing strip.

LONDON—Throughout most 
of Western Europe, confidence 
in and support for U.S. policy 
are higher than at any time 
since 
President 
Kennedy’s 
masterly handling of the Cuban 
missile crisis. 
In the wake of this Soviet - 
U.S. 
confrontation 
in 
1962, 
American prestige 
s o a r e d 
among all the Atlantic allies. 
European statesmen saw this 
as 
JFK’s crucial test 
and 
when he handled it decisively, 
carefully, and. successfully — 
without war — all Europe 
breathed a tremendous sigh 
of relief.. 
They have not had the same 
confidence in President John­ 
son. 
But they are beginning to 
get it. 
There are two reasons for 
this: 
1. Mr. Johnson is disproving 
the 
premature 
cliche, 
that 
while he was deft and resource­ 
ful in domestic affairs, he was 
clumsy and heavy-handed in 
foreign affairs. 
2. Several events over which 
the President had no direct 
control are taking shape in 
such a way as to show the va­ 
lidity of the course Mr. John­ 
son has been following and 
are improving the image of 
the U.S. in Europe. 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON’S in­ 
itiatives in five areas of for­ 
eign policy are winning him 
wider respect over here: 
His tactful even-handedness 
in the India-Pakistan war and 
his subordinating of his own 
role to that of the U.N. 
His creative proposal to join 
with the Soviets in destroying 
a substantial number of atomic 
bombs. 


His patient negctiation of a 
new treaty with Panama grant­ 
ing Panamanian sovereignty 
over the Canal .Zone. 
His evident eagerness to re­ 
move U.S. Marines from the 
Dominican Republic as soon as 
a stable regime emerges. 
His measured use of power 
to defend South Vietnam with­ 
out bringing Red China into 
the conflict. 


THIS PATTERN OF U.S. 
policy has just brought cordial 
words from the 'London Sunday 
Telegraph, 
which 
especially 
praises the President for giv­ 
ing the United Nations a full 
chance to mediate the India- 
Pakistan war without Commu­ 
nist wrecking tactics. 
‘The Americans have won,” 
the Telegraph said.,, “by sup­ 
pressing 
favoritism 
toward 
Pakistan, by fingering instead 
of rattling the sabre against 
China, by using economic and 
financial pressure discreetly, 
and by working with the Rus­ 
sians through the United Na­ 
tions.” 
The President’s handling of 
foreign affairs, 
as 
seen in 
Western Europe, has also had 
some unearned dividends. 


JOHNSON COULD not have 
foreseen that his repeated, of­ 
fer of a peaceful settlement in 
Vietnam would bring such bald 
disdain from Red 'China as to 
make Washington seem down­ 
right pacifist compared to Pe­ 
king. It is now increasingly 
evident that it is not the U.S. 
which is blocking the way to 
the conference table. 
The President’s willingness 
to pursue a “ parallel policy” 
with Moscow in the India- 
Pakistan conflict is warmly 
welcomed, here.

Ready To Grab

WASHINGTON—Civil rights 
and other activists are busily 
getting ready to make the 
most for themselves of the new 
$1.78-billion anti-poverty pro­ 
gram just authorized by Con­ 
gress. 
Envisioned in these unpub­ 
licized activist preparations is 
a wide range of “grass-roots” 
propaganda and politics-loaded 
activists—job training, voca­ 
tional rehabilitation, employ­ 
ment counseling, job corps, 
welfare programs, consumer 
education, birth control, legal 
aid, neighborhood centers, do­ 
mestic peace corps. 
While the $ 1.78-billion anti­ 
poverty budget is tagged as the 
principal source of funds for 
these 
ambitious 
promotional 
plans, it’s not the only one. 
Various other beautifully en­ 
dowed Great Society programs 
also will be tapped. 
Virtually all of them are 
made-to-order for this. 


A 
GRAPHIC 
ILLUSTRA­ 
TION is the Delta Opportunity 
Corp., an outgrowth of a $1-4- 
million Head Start project for 
pre-school negro children in 
Mississippi. A private, non­ 
profit organization with church 
and educational sponsorship, it 
contemplates seeking federal 
grants from the anti-poverty 
and other Great Society bud­ 
gets. 
For example. Delta, which 
has applied for a Mississippi 
state charter, proposes to ask 
for money to “bring running 
water and flush plumbing” to 
10 Delta counties. These funds 
would come from the $55 mil­ 
lion matching-grant program, 
under the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration, 
to 
assist non­ 
profit organizations to install 
water and sewer systems in 
areas of 5,500 or less.

Lausche: “ Where was the 
program in which taxpayers’ 
money was spent to teach how 
weight can be reduced?”' 
Dominick: “That was in Yp- 
silante, Mich.” 
Lausche: “These programs 
now are part of the general 
laws.”

Riverside Newspaperman Studies 


Workings Of Sausalito Schools 


A man named Salditch with 
sleepy eyes came to our office 
on Mill Valley’s Fleet Street 
the other day. 
He said he works in the Sac­ 
ramento bureau for the River­ 
side Press and is doing a story 
on the Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict’s change in life. 
Martin Salditch said that de­ 
segregation is a vital thing in 
Riverside and, to emphasize, 
said two weeks ago an old 
school used by Negroes and 
Mexicans in Riverside, was 
burned. The loss was six of 
eight classrooms plus the audi­ 
torium. 


PEOPLE THERE have dem­ 
onstrated with freedom schools, 
as Sausalito did, and public 
protests for desegregated, bet­ 
ter schools. 
Salditch said he had heard 
of Sasualito before but never 
Mill Valley. We told him we 
had heard of Riverside. 
He 
said he works in the State 
Capitol which he finds a lively 
place for a reporter and that, 
after Sasualito-MQl Valley, he 
goes next to Berkeley to write 
about schools there. 


SAUSALITO SCHOOL Dis­ 
trict trustees patiently and 
dutifully plugged their way 
through a long agenda Monday 
night. Then, at about 11:30 
p.m., after taking up one piece 
of business concerning a pro­ 


gram for first graders where 
a 6-year-old could operate a 
movie making machine, the 
very

board 
president 
Dave Freedheim said: 
“It is unfortunate we are so 
encumbered with business con­ 
cerns of operating this $900,000 
operation that we never get a 
chance to see these things 
(curriculum). If it takes spe­ 
cial meetings I would recom­ 
mend that we should come in 
and have these reports that 
we have now at the beginning 
rather than end of the meet­ 
ing.”

It Looks As If Representatives 


Are Fooling With A Hot Tamale 


WASHINGTON — Last week 
the House of Representatives 
p a s s e d , overwhelmingly, a 
resolution calling for the use 
of force by any American na­ 
tion, if necessary, to prevent 
a Communist takeover in any 
Western hemisphere country.

FOR YEARS Enchilada and 
Upper Tamale have had a 
border dispute about the vale, 
and Enchilada has been look­ 
ing for an excuse to attack 
Upper Tamale. But they have 
been held back by the OAS 
treaty which forbids one coun­ 
try in the Western hemisphere 
from attacking another. 
As soon as the resolution 
was passed, Gen. El Finco, 
the president of Enchilada, 
called his parliament, which 
he had dissolved four months 
ago, back to session, and in 
an impassioned pro - United 
States speech said, “Thanks to 
the American House of Repre­ 
sentatives, w h i c h has just 
passed a resolution saying any 
American republic can attack 
any other American republic 
if there is a question of a 
Communist government, I am 
suggesting we attack Upper 
Tamale immediately. 


AS EVERYONE in Enchi­ 
lada knows, Upper Tamale is 
lousy with Communists, and 
its leader, Gen. Frijoles, is 
nothing more than a Castro 
pawn who would enslave all of 
South America. 
“ It is the duty of Enchi- 
ladans to wipe out the forces 
of subversion in this hemi­ 
sphere no matter where they 
might be and I am asking the 
United States through the Al­ 
liance for Progress to send us 
200' B-52 bombers, 400 Patton 
tanks, and 1,000 Hawk missiles 


to see that this menace is 
eradicated, so all of South 
America may live in peace 
and freedom. I am also ask­ 
ing this parliament to pass un­ 
animously a resolution thank­ 
ing the American legislators 
for making this attack on Up­ 
per Tamale possible.” 
President El Finco not only 
got a standing ovation, but was 
carried out of the parliament 
building on the shoulders of 
his personal bodyguard.

BUT AT THE moment that 
Gen. El Finco was speaking in 
Enchilada, Gen. Frijoles was 
addressing his senate. 
He told them, “I am happy 
to announce today that the 
mother of all freedom-loving 
countries in South America, 
our own Upper Tamale, is now 
prepared to strike a blow 
against communism in the vale 
of Chili. The leftist-dominated. 
Red-infiltrated subversive gov­ 
ernment of Enchilada must be 
taught a lesson once and for 
all. I hold here in my hand 
evidence that Gen. El Finco is 
the illegitimate son of Mao 
Tse-tung. 


WE CAN NO longer sit idly 
by and see a Communist take­ 
over of Enchilada, Our ambas­ 
sador in Washington is now 
negotiating through the Alli­ 
ance for Progress for 
250 
fighter planes, 100 nuclear sub- * 
marines, and 350 tons of nau- f 
seous tear gas, which we will 
use to wipe Enchilada off the 
face of the earth.” 
The Upper Tamale senate 
passed a resolution in support 1 
of Gen. Frijoles. This made j 
him so pleased he gave an 
amnesty to 5,000 members o fj 
the opposition political party j 
who had been languishing in 
jail.

To New Crowds 


VATICAN CITY (A P' — The 
Pope Paul Americans will see j 
may appear to be a vastly dif-1 
ferent man from the Pope Paul 
Romans see. 
Travel does things to him. 
In the Holy Land and India he 
seemed to be a w arm er man. 
responding 
to 
the 
crowds 
around him and evoking a re­ 
sponse. 
At home, in his own diocese of 
Rome, he is often taken for 
granted. The crowds arc used to 
siring pontiffs, and sometimes 
it seems they lack enthusiasm. 
Those who know Pope Paul 
say he is a warm but basically 
shy person who finds it difficult 
to stir a crowd without some 
help from the crowd itself. 
When he travels, things are 
different. He is swept up in 
meeting new people and seeing 
new things. 
The crowds are 
livelier 
than 
Rome’s. 
They 
haven't seen a Pope before. 
^'They inspire him. and he 
inspires them ,” said a Vatican 
plelate who traveled with Pope 
F^ul to India and the Holy 
Land. 
•His aides will never forget 
how he led thousands of Indian 
sahool children singing a hymn. 
Hb stood on a platform and 
waved his arm s like a choir 
leader. His steel-blue eyes were 
shining. 
At the Vatican, where he ap­ 
pears in public at least once a 
week, the slightly built pontiff 
often seems to be a stem , ascet­ 
ic figure. 
Only on rare occasions does 
hh show in Rome the spirit he 
displays when traveling. 
One 
such instance was his visit to a 
Gy psy cam p outside Rome last 
Sunday, his 68th birthday. He 
joined the Gypsies in rhythmic 
handclapping as they sang a 


Gypsy melody. 
But it was a crowd of Gypsies, 
not Romans. 
Pope Paul and the Romans 
are oid acquaintances. 
Of the 45 years since he be 
came a priest, he has spent 35 
in Rome or at the Vatican. He 
was a prominent aide to Popes 
Pius XI and Pius XII. 
But his background is north 
Italian. 
He was horn Giovanni Battis­ 
ta—John 
the 
Baptist—Montini 
Sept 
26. 1807, in the northern 
town of Concesio, five miles 
north of Brescia His father ran 
a Roman Catholic daily in Bre­ 
scia, a journalistic background 
that Pope Paul has often re­ 
called On his flight from Rome 
to Bombay, at an altitude of 30.* 
000 feet. Pope Paul gave histo­ 
ry's first papal news confer­ 
ence. 
answering 
questions of 
newsmen who flew with him to 
India. 
Giovanni Battista Montini was 
ordained a priest in 1920. After 
three years of graduate studies 
in Rome and a year in W arsaw, 
Poland, 
as 
secretary 
to 
the 
apostolic nuncio, he entered the 
Vatican Secretariat of State. He 
rose steadily. Pius XI m ade him 
substitute secretary of state in 
1937, and Pius XII promoted 
him to prosecretary of state in 
1952. 
The career in the secretariat 
ended after 31 years, when Pius 
XII sent him north to Milan as 
archbishop of the most impor­ 
tant diocese 
in Italy outside 
Rome. 
Eight 
years later, in June 
1963, Giovanni B attista Montini 
returned to Rome for the con­ 
clave of cardinals that elected 
l him successor to Pope John 
XX111.

There's nothing wrong with 
the five-number code itself, pos­ 
tal 
planners insist. 
But 
they 
concede they have found what 
they call “ some small bugs" in 
the complex of 553 sectional 
centers organized to put the zip 
into the nationwide routing and 
distribution of mail. 
Outgoing Postm aster General 
John A. Gronouski celebrated 
the establishment of the last of 
the elaborately plotted centers 
July I with the proud declara­ 
tion that 
the center network 
provided the core of “ the first 
all-new 
mail distribution 
and 
routing system since the advent 
of the railroads.” 
Gronouski, now preparing to 
take up the post of am bassador 
to Poland, also said the section­ 
al establishment would assure 
the sending of all mail "by the 
most direct route possible to its 
destination.” 
But that’s precisely where the 
bugs got into the act. It appears 
that in some places the appoint­ 
ed rounds of mail deliverers are 
more roundabout than the most 
direct routes envisioned by the 
planners. 
Gronouski was not the first 
postm aster 
general 
to decry 
prim ary reliance on a distribu­ 
tion system which, despite in­ 
creased use of airplanes and 
motor vehicles, was geared to 
mail trains 
As late as 1930 there were 
more than 10.000 trains carrying 
mail, about 27 billion pieces of 
it. Now more than 82 billion 
pieces of mail are moving each 
year, but there are only 1.100 
mail trains. 


Prim ary dependence on trains 
led naturally to the designation! 
of 
postal 
gateways to which 
mail from a distance was routed 
for redistribution, as. for exam­ 
ple. to Jacksonville for distribu­ 
tion through most of Florida. 
Having decided to use the best 
available means of moving the 
mails, postal experts spotted 553 
section centers around the coun­ 
try at the apparent hubs of con­ 
v e rg e s transportation links and 
assigned to each center some 60 
or 70 satellite post offices. 
That’s where the zip code gets 
into the system, for the first 
three digits identify the section­ 
al center. 
But that's also the place in the 
system where some trouble is 
brewing A postal aide describes 
the simplest form of the prob­ 
lem this way: 
Towns A and B are 30 miles 
apart, 
and 
historically 
mails 
have moved between them di­ 
rectly. But the experts, looking 
at the country as a whole and 
looking to the future availability 
of 
better 
transportaton. 
at­ 
tached the two satellite towns to 
separate huh centers. 
Strict adherence to the letter 
of the m aster plan could mean, 
then, that mail addressed from 
one town to the other would go 
first to a sectional center, and 
could travel two or three times 
the 
direct 
mileage 
between 
them. For the code directs mail 
from one center to another for 
redistribution to its own satel­ 
lites.

Supervisors Made Blunder 
In Fairchild Tax Decision 


We believe the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors blundered in its 3-2 de­ 
cision to relieve Fairchild Semiconduc­ 
tor Corp. of the $7,377 penalty for un­ 
derstating its holdings during the past 
three years. 
Not only was it a blunder; we con­ 
sider it an affront to the other tax­ 
payers who faithfully report their 
property values or suffer the conse­ 
quences. 
- (Fairchild has paid the $29,500 in 
back taxes; it is the penalty for mis­ 
stating the property values that is un­ 
der consideration.) 
- The reasoning used by the majority 
ol the supervisors seems shaky at best: 
That Fairchild should not be held re­ 
sponsible for errors or possibly fraud­ 
ulent acts of the tax consultant, James 
C. Tooke, who prepared the property 
statement. 
As one d i s s e n t i n g supervisor 
promptly pointed out, this could serve 
as a precedent for any individual tax­ 
payer to hire a tax expert, then plead 
complete innocence and non-respon­ 
sibility for the actions of the hired 
consultant. 
We believe the proper stand should 


be to hold the company responsible 
for the $7,377 penalty. If the company 
has grievances against the tax consult­ 
ant whom it hired to do the work, 
this should be a private matter be­ 
tween the company and the tax con­ 
sultant. 
The county should not maneuver 
itself into a position of serving as “col­ 
lection agency” for the property 
owner. 
A penalty for mis-stating the facts, 
or at least a penalty for late payment, 
is due and owing from the Fairchild 
property. It should not be the role of 
the supervisors to exonerate one of 
the principal responsible parties and 
to pinpoint the responsibility else­ 
where. 
The county has injected itself into 
a private argument between the tax 
consultant and client when it could 
have simply held the property owner 
responsible, period. 
What action, if any, the company 
can or wants to take against an agent 
of its own choosing should be the com­ 
pany’s concern, not Marin County’s. 
We hope our supervisors will recon­ 
sider. Their decision could start a dan­ 
gerous precedent.

Voter regis­ 
tration in those two counties 
show a Democratic edge of 
51.5 per cent. 
With the reapportionment, 
if Marin and one-half of So­ 
noma become one district, the 
Democratic registration will 
drop to 49.8 per cent, giving 
the Republicans a slight edge. 
The Democrats so far don’t 
seem to be grooming anyone 
to oppose Bagley for the As­ 
sembly seat. The only one that 
looks anything like a possible 
candidate is Thomas Skornia 
of Ross, a young and articulate 
attorney. 
He’s head of the Marin Coun­ 
cil of Democratic Clubs, and 
has been active in the study of 
reapportionment problems in 
the First Congressional Dis­ 
trict caucus. You’ll probably 
be hearing more about him, if 
not the coming elections, then 
two years from now.

Court's Redistrict 
Demands Challenged 


Editor, Independent-Joumal: 


The United States Supreme 
Court has declared that both 
houses of all state legislatures 
must be a p p o r t i o n e d and 
elected by and from districts 
based on population only. This 
is cause for grave concern. It 
removes the checks and bal­ 
ances in lawmaking so wisely 
set up by the makers of our 
national and state constitutions 
and the very foundation of our 
governmental system. 
The United States Supreme 
Court is a judicial body. Its 
powers and duties are listed in 
the United States Constitution. 
Determining the method of ap­ 
portioning and electing the 
members of the state legisla­ 
tures is not one of those powers 
or duties. That right is re­ 
served to the states them­ 
selves. The Supreme Court is 
not a law-making body. How­ 
ever, the Supreme Court may 
declare unconstitutional an y 
states law which is contrary to 
the Constitution. 
The Constitution p r o v i d e s 
that the members of the Upper 
House of Congress (Senators) 
are to be elected by and from 
geographical d i s t r i c t s and 


members of the Lower House 
(Representatives! are to be 
elected by and from population 
districts within each state. It 
can not be unconstitutional for 
the states to use this identical 
system in apportioning and 
electing its own state legisla­ 
tors, as they have been doing 
since the United States was 
founded. 
Then by what Constitutional 
right or judicial reasoning did 
the Supreme Court make this 
decision?

Gollinos Pork Issue 
Has Contradictions

Rumbles have been heard re­ 
garding the abolishment of the 
Gallinas Community Services 
District, consisting of approxi­ 
mately 470 homes in the north­ 
erly portion of Santa Venetia, 
governed by a board of five di­ 
rectors with full tax levying 
powers. Taxpayers of Marin 
may be interested in what they 
may inherit and why. 
Protests of the majority of 
residents attending meetings of 
the board of directors have 
been ignored. 
Volunteers to 
help build a community hall 
have been refused on the basis 
that all work must be done by 
a licensed contractor hiring 
union help. 
Yet, the board 
passed these recommendations 
of their park consultant, Rob­ 
ert Tanem, who is not a li­ 
censee of the State Board of 
Landscape Architects. 
Tucked away in one comer 
of the district, a mother’s ten­ 
nis court and toddler’s lot, 
within toddling distance of few, 
but within toddling distance of 
the homes of all board mem­ 
bers. The second park will be, 
according to a $300 artist’s con­ 
ception, a beautiful lawn and 
pine trees, fenced and pad­ 
locked at night. E s t i m a t e d 
cost, $22,000. The third park, 
future questionable. 
The public was informed that 
Tanem’s planning was volun­ 
tary. However, he presented a 
bill of $1,200 at the board’s last 
meeting, which they would not 
discuss. 
Mathematically, ac­ 
cording to fee resolutions of 
their minutes, a second bill for 
$1,200 will be presented when 
bids are accepted and an addi­ 
tional 5 per cent of contracts 
when work is completed. Total 
fee, $3,500. The e s t i m a t e d 
maintenance for each park is 
$300 per month. Mr. Tanem 
has the present maintenance 
contract for our dividing strip. 
Who will benefit from this 
project?

American prestige 
s o a r e d 
among all the Atlantic allies. 
European statesmen saw this 
as JFK’s crucial test and 
when he handled it decisively, 
carefully, and successfully — 
without war — all Europe 
breathed a tremendous sigh 
of relief. 
They have not had the same 
confidence in President John­ 
son. 
But they are beginning to 
get it. 
There are two reasons for 
this: 
1. Mr. Johnson is disproving 
the premature cliche, that 
while he was deft and resource­ 
ful in domestic affairs, he was 
clumsy and heavy-handed in 
foreign affairs. 
t. Several events over which 
the President had no direct 
control are taking shape in 
such a way as to show the va­ 
lidity of the course Mr. John­ 
son has been following and 
are improving the Image of 
the U.S. in Europe. 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON'S in­ 
itiatives in five areas of for­ 
eign policy are winning him 
wider respect over here: 
His tactful even-handedness 
in the India-Pakistan war and 
his subordinating of his own 
role to that of the U.N. 
His creative proposal to join 
with the Soviets in destroying 
a substantial number of atomic 
bombs. 


His patient negotiation of a 
new treaty with Panama grant­ 
ing Panamanian sovereignty 
over the Canal Zone. 
His evident eagerness to re­ 
move U.S. Marines from the 
Dominican Republic as soon as 
a stable regime emerges. 
His measured use of power 
to defend South Vietnam with­ 
out bringing Red China into 
the conflict. 


THIS PATTERN OF U.S. 
policy has just brought cordial 
words from the London Sunday 
Telegraph, 
which 
especially 
praises the President for giv­ 
ing the United Nations a full 
chance to mediate the India- 
Pakistan war without Commu­ 
nist wrecking tactics. 
'The Americans have won.” 
the Telegraph said, “by sup­ 
pressing 
favoritism 
toward 
Pakistan, by fingering instead 
of rattling the sabre against 
China, by using economic and 
financial pressure discreetly, 
and by working with the Rus­ 
sians through the United Na­ 
tions.” 
The President’s handling of 
foreign affairs, as seen in 
Western Europe, has also had 
some unearned dividends. 


JOHNSON COULD not have 
foreseen that his repeated of­ 
fer of a peaceful settlement in 
Vietnam would bring such bald 
disdain from Red China as to 
make Washington seem down­ 
right pacifist compared to Pe­ 
king. It is now increasingly 
evident that it is not the U.S. 
which is blocking the way to 
the conference table. 
The President’s willingness 
to pursue a “ parallel policy” 
with Moscow in the India- 
Pakistan conflict is warmly 
welcomed here.

WASHINGTON—Civil rights 
and other activists are busily 
getting ready to make the 
most for themselves of the new 
$1.78-billion anti-poverty pro­ 
gram just authorized by Con­ 
gress. 
Envisioned in these unpub­ 
licized activist preparations is 
a wide range of “grass-roots” 
propaganda and politics-loaded 
activists—job training, voca­ 
tional rehabilitation, employ­ 
ment counseling, job corps, 
welfare programs, consumer 
education, birth control, legal 
aid, neighborhood centers, do­ 
mestic peace corps. 
While the $1.78-billion anti­ 
poverty budget is tagged as the 
principal source of funds for 
these ambitious promotional 
plans, it’s not the only one. 
Various other beautifully en­ 
dowed Great Society programs 
also will be tapped. 
Virtually all of them are 
made-to-order for this. 


A 
GRAPHIC 
ILLUSTRA­ 
TION is the Delta Opportunity 
Corp., an outgrowth of a $1-4- 
million Head Start project for 
pre-school negro children in 
Mississippi. A private, non­ 
profit organization with church 
and educational sponsorship, it 
contemplates seeking federal 
grants from the anti-poverty 
and other Great Society bud­ 
gets. 
For example, Delta, which 
has applied for a Mississippi 
state charter, proposes to ask 
for money to “bring running 
water and flush plumbing” to 
10 Delta counties. These funds 
would come from the $55 mil­ 
lion matching-grant program, 
under the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration, to assist non­ 
profit organizations to install 
water and sewer systems in 
areas of 5,500 or less.

DURING THE SENATE’S 
consideration of the $1.78-bil­ 
lion anti-poverty authorization 
bill, the following revealing 
discussion took place—without 
any effect on the final vote, 
which approved the legislation 
46 to 22: 
Sen. Frank Lausche, D-O: 
“Where was this rock-and-roll 
program?” 
Senator Peter Dominick, R- 
Colo.: “In Chicago.” 
Lausche: “And it is a part 
of an economic opportunity 
program on which the tax­ 
payers’ money is being spent.” 
Dominick: “That is correct.” 
Lausche: “Where was the 
program in which taxpayers’ 
money was spent to teach how 
weight can be reduced?” 
Dominick: “That was in Yp* 
silante, Mich.” 
Lausche: “These programs 
now are part of the general 
laws.” 
Dominick: “That is correct. 
They are part of the so-called 
anti-poverty 
program. 
Also 
part of that program is a 
Head Start project in Indiana­ 
polis, Ind., with a $1,094,000 
budget. Fully two-thirds of that 
budget is going for salaries of 
administrators, consultants, co­ 
ordinators, teachers, o f f i c e 
help, and other employes. And 
there is still another one from 
Gum Springs, 
Va. 
Citizens 
there are up in arms over a 
$74,000 anti-poverty budget, of 
which $56,722 is going for sal­ 
aries of the staff.”

It Looks As If Representatives 


Are Fooling With A Hot Tamale 


WASHINGTON — l^st week 
the House of Representatives 
passed, overwhelmingly, a 
resolution calling for the use 
of force by any American na­ 
tion, if necessary, to prevent 
a Communist takeover in any 
Western hemisphere country. 
The resolution, sponsored by 
Rep. Armistead I. Seldon Jr. 
of Alabama has produced a 
furor in Latin America and al­ 
most every country has de­ 
nounced it. It also has caused 
new criticism of the United 
States - Latin American policy. 
Despite this I am happy to 
report that the Republic of 
Enchilada is not only support­ 
ing the House of Representa­ 
tives resolution, but is plan­ 
ning to act on it. It has never 
been a secret that Enchilada’s 
arch enemy is Upper Tamale, 
which lies just across the vale 
of Chili. 


FOR YEARS Enchilada and 
Upper Tamale have had a 
border dispute about the vale, 
and Enchilada has been look­ 
ing for an excuse to attack 
Upper Tamale. But they have 
been held back by the OAS 
treaty which forbids one coun­ 
try in the Western hemisphere 
from attacking another. 
As soon as the resolution 
was passed, Gen. El Finco, 
the president of Enchilada, 
called his parliament, which 
he had dissolved four months 
ago, back to session, and in 
an impassioned pro - United 
States speech said, “ Thanks to 
the American House of Repre­ 
sentatives, w hich has just 
passed a resolution saying any 
American republic can attack 
any other American republic 
if there is a question of a 
Communist government. I am 
suggesting we attack Upper 
Tamale immediately. 


AS EVERYONE in Enchi­ 
lada knows, Upper Tamale is 
lousy with Communists, and 
its leader. Gen. Frijoles, is 
nothing more than a Castro 
pawn who would enslave all of 
South America. 
“ It is the duty of Enchi- 
ladans to wipe out the forces 
of subversion in this hemi­ 
sphere no matter where they 
might be and I am asking the 
United States through the Al­ 
liance for Progress to send us 
200 B-52 bombers, 400 Patton 
tanks, and 1,000 Hawk missiles 


to see that this menace is 
eradicated, so all of South 
America may live in peace 
and freedom.

TO SHOW his gratitude to ; 
the United States House of I 
Representatives, Gen. Frijoles 
ordered his students not to 
burn down a USIA library for 
30 days. 
So, while many South Ameri­ 
can countries may be critical 
of the Selden resolution, there 
are at least two Latin coun­ 
tries who are for it. There 
won’t be a “ commie govern­ 
ment” safe in South America 
after this.
